Veterans Warned 
On Gl Insurance 


More than 3 million veterans 
should give careful study to 
their GI insurance holdings, ac- 
cording to F. L. Presher, Officer 
in Charge, VA Office, West 
Palm Beach, 

They are still holding GI term 
insurance, which can play a 
valuable role for a growing 
family but which may become 
prohibitively expensive for a 
veteran near the retirement age. 

“Many older veterans are now 
finding themselves unable to 
continue their term insurance 
payments at their greatly in- 
creased rates and unable to ob- 
tain new insurance coverage,” 
he pointed out. “If they die, 
their widovrs will have nothing; 
yet over the years the veteran 
may have invested as much as 
$7,000 or $8,000 in this form of 
insurance.” 

‘The VA official disclosed that 
in all about 14,000 World War 
I veterans still hold U. S. Gov- 
ernment Life Insurance term 
policies which originated in the 
first World War. More than 
285,000 World War I veterans 
have converted their term pol- 
icies to a more permanent plan 
of insurance. 

National Service Life Insur- 
ance, originating in World War 
IL is still held by more than 
89,000 Florida veterans.
